No. 16/24-A.— Ill ei^i.'t‘ume. of the powera conferred hy section 3 of the Public 
Bafoty Oi’dinuneu, 1948 (XXIV of 1948), Lh.i Central Government is pleased 
to make the followiujj rules ; — 

PART I 

Control of TELEoitAPTrY, Postal Commonioations, etc. 

1. Control of wiroloaa telegraphy. — (1) In this rule, “telegraph has the same 
nicanimi ns in the luillnn Teh-^graph Act, IRR.”) (XIIT of IBR.'d, and “wireless 
telegraphy niiparatua’’ has t.lio same meaning as in the Indian Wireless Tele- 
graphy Aot, H)38 (XVII of 1938). 

(9) Notwithstanding anything containf-d in the Indian Telegraph Act, 18R.5 
fXIlI of IRH.T), or the Tinlinn W'vple'JR Tclcgrniihv Aot, 1983 (XVTT of 1933), or 
in the rnles mnde under eitlier of those Acts, the Contrid Govemment may, by 
general or special order, prohibit or rcgn'ate the establishing, maintaining or 
working of any wireless telegraph or the possession of any wireless telegraphy 
apparatus. 

(8) If any wireless lelegntpli is established, maintained or workod, or any 
w. reloss telegraphy apparuius is poaso.ssed, ui contravontion of an order made 
under sub-rule the person so estab iahjng, inamtuining or working the te e- 
g|-anh or possessing the apparatus, and tho occupier ot ttie premises on which 
the telegraph o' appuiaiius is situated, or where the telegraph or apparatus is on 
board any vessel or niieralL, the uiasier of the vessel or tho pilot ot the aircraft, 
u.s till) ea.se may be, slia 1 each be doomed to have contravened the order: 

i’ruv.ded that, in any proceedings which, by virtue of tho provisions of this 
-sub-rule, are taken aganist any person lu respect of tho establishing, maintain- 
ing or working of a wireless to egraph or the possession of wire ess telegraphy 
apparatus by some other person in contravention of an order made under sub- 
ruio (2), it shall bo a deieuce for tlie aceuaed to prove that tho telegraph was 
so established, maintained or worked or ihe apparatus was so possessed, with- 
out its perniission, and that lie exercised all duo diligence to prevent any con- 
trmcntioi. ot the order, 

(4) Any member of Tfis AJaJesty's Indian forces or any other person autKori,8- 
ed in this bohaK by the Gentni' Government may, in re’ntion to any vessel or 
ah'Oraft, take such steps mid use such force as may appear to that member or

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perboa to bV necessary for securing compliance with 'any order made under sub- 
rule (2), or where a contravention of such an order lias occurred, for enabling 
proceedings in. respect of the contravention to be taken. 

(5) If any person has in his possession any wireless telegraphy apparatus 
in contravention of any of the provisions of the rinlian \\ irele-ss Telegraphy Act, 
1933 (NVIT of 1933), or of the rules made thereunder, he shall be deemed to 
have contravened the provisions of this rule. 

(6) All officer authorised by the Central or a Provincial Government in this 

behalf may seize any wireless telegi’aphy apparatus v.liioh is possessed or used 
bv any person in contravention of this rule, or of any order maile thereunder, 
or of any of the provisions of the Indian Wii •eless Telegraphy Act, 1933, (XVII 

of 1933) and keep it in safe custody subject to the oi-ders of any Court under 

this rule or of the Government. 

(7) If any person contravenes any of the provisions of this rule or of any 
order made thereunder, he shall be punishable with iniprisonment for a term 
which may extend to five years or with fine or with both. 

(S) For the purposes of this rule a Court may presume that a person possesses 
wireless telegraphy apparatus if such ajiparatus is under his ostensible charge or 
is located 'in any premises or place over which lie has effective control. 

(9) If in the trial of an offence under tliis rule the accused is convicted, 

the Court shall decide whether any wireless telegraph or wireless telegraphv 
aj)para>us in respect of which an offence has b(>eu committed should be oou- 
liscated, and, if it so decides, may order confiscation accoidingly. 

2. Control of telephones and telegraphs. — (1) The Director-General, Posts and 
Telegraphs, or any person authorised by him in tins behalf, may by order — 


(a) direct — 

(i) that any public telephone call office shall be closed to the public for 

such period as may be specified ; 

(ii) that any subscriber’s telephone councxion to any exchange shall 

be cut off for such period as m ly be specified; 

(iii) where a direction has been given under Kul-elause (ii), that rhe 

subscriber shall surrender all tcle])hone apparatus and fittings 
on the premises to such pei'Nou as may be specified; 

(iv) that any person empowered by liim in this behalf bv order in 

w'riting may listen in to all con versa tions or any specified conver- 
sation over any telejjhonic sy.sP'm: 

make provision for snsjiendiug or regnilating the use otherwise than 
for Government purposes, of ani teh'gvaph or telephone service in 
any area specified in the order; 

(c) aoSiune the control or direction, or (liiaict unv j^erson to assume the 
control or direction, of any priv.ife telephone exchange or anv 
conne.xion with any such excliange, 

(2) If any person contravenes any order mafic under the provisions of sub- 
ruby (1), he shall be punishable with imprisoinuent for a term which may extend 
tu SIX months or with fine or with both. 

- 3-. to detain or paraphrase telegrams.— XotwitLstandiug anything 

m sub-section (1) of section 5 of the Indian Telegraph Act. 18S? 

(XJII ot 1885), any person appointed by the Central Government to be a censoi 
may — 

, . (a) order that any telegraphic message or class of messages io or frorr. 

any person or class of persons, or relating to any particulaj 
subject, brought for transmission b\ , ov transmitted or received 
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by, any telegiaph, shall not oe transmitted or shall be inte-rcepCi'd 
or deUuucd or shall be disclosed to the censor or, to any other 
ofiicer of Government mentioned in the order; 

(b) paraphrase the wording of any telegraphic message suspected of 
conveying a secret meaning and order the transmission of the 
message as so paraphrased; 

(c; delete any part of a telegraphic message which he considers to be 
prejudicial to the public safety or interest or to the security of 
India ; 

(d) order the transmission of any telegraphic message by a route, different 
from that prescribed by the sender. 

4. Possession and use of means of secret communication.— (11 Subject to 
the provis.ons of tins rule, no person shall, except with permission granted by 
the Central Government, send or convey by post or otherwise from any p ace 
in India to any destination outside India, or to any destination in India from 
any place outside India, — 

(a) any instructions for utilising any means of secretly conveying, 

receiving or recording information, including any cipher or code; or 

(b) any message in cipher or Code; or 

(c) any substance or article manufactured or designed for Ihe purpose 

of secretly conveying, receiving or recording information; or 

(dj any document or other article secretly conveying o.’- recording any 
information. 4 

(2) The piovisions of sub-rule (1) shall not apply to — 

(a) the senclicg of instructions for utilising any' cipher or code the use 

of which is approved by notified order of the Central Govern- 
ment; or I _ ' 

(b) the sending, In accordance with conditions imposed by ihe Central 

Government, of any telegraphic message in such cipher or code; oi- 

(c'j the sending of any document conveying or recording information by 
means ol such cipher or code, being a document which specifies 
in clear the cipher or code used., 

(3j The Central Gewernrnent may, in respect of any area, by notified order 
declare that it is to-pedient to control the use of means of secret of communica- 
tion therein, and Ihtrcupon the provisions of sub-rule (1) shad apply in relation 
to tiiat area as they apply in relation to a destination ct place outside India. 

(4) Any person who has in his possession or under his control any such 
iustructions, substance, document or other article as is mentioned in sul-rule 
(1) shall, if required by the Central Government by a written ca'der so to do, 
deliver up those instructions or that substance, document or other article tu 
such auiiiority or person as may be specified hi the order. 

(5) Nothing in sub-rule (4) shall be taken to prevent the prosecution of 
any 2)erson in respect of a contravention of the provisions of sub-rule (1). 

(6) If any person contravenes any of the provisions of this rule, ho shall 

be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend tc three years 
or with f.iie or with both. 7 , 

5. Control of postal communications.— (1) For the purpose of this rule and 
of rule 6. the expression “postal article" includes a letter, no.st-eard, new's- 
paper, liook, pattern or sample packet, jiarcel and every article or thing trans- 
missible by post, and a money order.

(4j If any peiboii coriLi'iiveiieb uiiy order made midor lliia rule, he thall be 
puinsnuble witn impiioouiiieiii mr a term umea uiu,> extend to tbiee \eitrs or 
■wiLii nue or iMtli ooiii, and. ii the order bo ptoviaeB, any Court iryine Beoh 
eoiitruveiitioii may Uirtel tnac any I'o^uu uitieje, in je^peet ul wmeii trie e/ourl 
it aatiaiied that tlie Older nut, been euntruveiiod, tiiiaJl be loi'leited to ilif^ 

Majesty. 

0. Power to intercept and censor postal article^.- -(Ij NoivvitliBiaudiiig any- 
thing eonianien m aeeuoii Ho ox iiin Indian i'ocL Uhiee Act, IBlld (^Vi oi ibUdj, 
liny person appointed by ttie Ceiitrul UovermuL'Ui to be a censor may— 

(a) order that any postal article or elnss or description of postal articles 

in conrso oi tnuisni.ss.on by post shall be iliterocptcd or detiunoJ 
or sbaii bo uispuseil ol in such mtuinur as thy coiisur may direct; 

(b) open uiid o.xamiiie the conlculs of any postal article, and duleto, 

destroy ortrouiove any part theivof which tlio censor eoiisidera to 
be jjrejudinui to tne public s.ilety or iutcrest or to the soonrity 
of luaiu. ^ 

(*2) Any person who delivers any postal article for transmiss'.ou, either by 
an nid.reec route or otherwise, in such a manner as is ea.euiated to evade 
tutaminaliou by a censor, siiiiU ho punishable with imprisonment which may 
extend to hve years or with fine or with both. 

7, Power to prohibit, and to search, etc,, travellers conveying non-postal 
correspondence. — (Ij In this rme,— 

“photograph ’ includes any jihotograxihic plate, xihotographio him or 
Older senBiUscd ui'lu'le winch has been exposed in a camera 
vliether such plaie, hmi or other article has been developed or not. 

(2; The Central Goverumt-nt may, by order make provision lor securing that, 
subject to any e.xeiu'ptious for wliLli proviB.oa may be made by the order, and 
except ni aecordaiice with such conaitions as may be contained tliereiu, p*' 
arneie wiiutsuever recording iiiiormatiOii lUid no document, piitonal representa- 
tion, photograph or gramopiioi.e record, shall be sent or oonveyed, otherwise 
thaii by post, into or from India. 

(3) No person shall have any article in his possession for the purpose of 
sending or conveying it in conu'uveut.ion of an order made under suu-rule (2J. 

(4) Any prohibition or restriction imposed by an order made under sub-rule^ 
(2) on tile sending into, or cuiivcy-ug from, India of articles, shall be deemed to 
have been imposed under seition 19 of the !Sea Customs Act, 1878, and all the 
provison.H of that Act shall have effect accordingly; 

Provided that where in rc.speet of any contravention of this rule the 
Custoins-coilccloi' is of opimuu that tlie penalties provided by the said Act urTf 
inadequate, he may make a e<miplaint to a magistrate having jurisdict on ; and 
the accused person slia 1, upmi conviction, be punishable with inipriaoiiment for 
a pinii which may extend to five years or with fine or with both. 
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(5) AiJj vliicer ui cuetoras may, for the purpose of carrying into effect die 
pror.sioiiE of this rule, tfite such steps (including the subjection of die article 
In process) as may be reasonably neeoasary for ascertaining whether an 
article does or doea not reeoid any inJonuatiou. 

(6) The Central (loverninent or the Provincial (lovcrnnieiit may hy order 
authorise any person for fin* pin poses of this rule to exei'cise the powers, and 
peii'onn the duties, conferred or imposed on a Custoins-uolleetor or any 
subord.nate office:' of customs hy the Sea CustuinB Act, 1878. 

PART II 

Bequisitioning anp Contuol of Aircraft 

8 . (1) d’he Central Government, subject to the provisions of sub-rule (2). 
may hy order in wilting requisition — - 

(a) any .aircraft in India and anything on hoard or forming part of any 

aircraft in India; 

(b) any aircraft reg stored under the Indian Aircraft Act, 19,5-1 (XXII of 

HWl), or anything on board or forming part of such an aircraft 
wherever such aircraft may be; 

(o) any machinery, plant, material or thing used for the operation, 
manufacture, repair or maintenance of aircraft; 

and may give such further orders ns appear to the Central Government to be 
necessary or expedient in connection with the requ sitioning. 

(2) Where the Central Government has requisitioned any aircraft 'inder 
sub-rule (1) the Central Government may see or deal with the lurcridt for such 
jiurpOHc and in such manner as may ajipcar to it to be expeilieut, and may 
acqu.re it by serving on the owner or person having the management thereof 
or where the owner or person having tho management thereof is not readily 
traceable or the ownership is in dispute, by publishing in the official gazette a 
notice stating that the Central Goveriiinent has acquired it in pursuance ol this 
rule 

Where such notice ot acquisition is served on the owner or person having (ho 
management of the airci'aft or, as the case may be, published in the ol'ficial 
gazette, then at the beginning of the day on which the notice is so served or 
published the aircraft shall vest in tho Central Government, free from .any 
mortgage, pledge, lien or other similar obi gation, and Ihe period of the requisi- 
tion thereiof shall end, 

(5) The Central Government may by order require the o'wner, or the person 
having the management of, any such airci-aft or thing as is inferred to in sub- 
rule (1) to furnish to such authority as may be spe dfied in the order such 
information in his possess on relating to the said aircraft or thing (being informa- 
tion which may reasonably be required of him in connexion with the execution 
of this rule) as may be so specified. 

(4) If any person contravenes any order made under this iiile, ho shall be 
punishable with impilsoimient for a term whieh may extend to three years or 
with fine- or with both. 

9. Compensation for requisitioning or acquiring any aircraft. — (1) Wlienever 
in pursuance of rule 8 any aircraft is used, requisitioned or acquired by, or 
otherwise placed at the disjiosal or under the control of. the Central Govern- 
ment and the circumstances are not such as to render the provisions of Section 
12 of the Public Safety Ordinance, 1948, applicable, tho owner of such .-uicmft 
shall be paid such compensation for any loss ho may have .sustained as a poenlt 
of .such use, requisition, acquisition, disposal or control, ns may be fixed in 
accordance with the provisions of this rule. 
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(2) In default of agreement, between the Ceiitrul Government and the owner 
of the aircraft, the Central Government shaJi, oy general or special order, 
specify the authority or person to rrhich or ^\■L;olu any claim for compensation 
shall be sutniitted and the anU'iOriiy or person by which or whom any such claim 
shall be adjudged and awarded. 

(3) The Central Government may furtlirr by general or special order 
prescribe the conditions to which the author/iy or persons responsible for adjudging 
or awarding claims for conipr nsation sbail i;ave regard when determining the 
amount of eonnieiisat'on payable, .and may g.vc such supplementary orders as 
to the assessment and payment of compensation as may appear to it to be 
necessary or e.xpedient. 

10. Power to take up accommodation in aircraft. — ;{!) The Central Govern: 
ment may, by order in writing, require the owner or the person having the 
management cr the n-’ot of any aircraft registered under the Indian iVireraft 
Act, 1934 (XXII of 1934)-, 

(a) to place at the disposal of Goverr.meut the whole or any part of the 

space or accommodation available in or on such aircraft and to 
employ such space or accommodation for the carriage of any 
persons, animals or things to any place specified in the order; and 

(b) to undertake or permit to be undertaken such structural additions or 

alterations to such an aircraft as may be necessary to fit it for 
the safe carriage of any persons, animals or things. 

(2) Whenever in pursuance of clause (a) of sub-rule (1) any space or 
accommodation in any aircraft is placed at the disposal of the Cei'.Lr.i] Goverii- 
mont and the circumstances are not such as to render the provisions of Section 
12 of the Public Saftey Ordinance, 194S, appdcable the owner of such aircraft 
_sha]l be paid therefor at such rates as the Central Government may by order 
made in this behalf determine. 

(3) Whenever in pursuance of clause (b) cf sub-rule (1) the Central 
Government requires any structural ailriuioi.s or alterations to be under- 
taken on board any aircaft, the owner of such aircraft, shall be paid actual 
cost of such additions or alterations. 

(4) If any . order made 'under sub-rule (1) contravened. the 

pilot cf the aircraft and the owner or other person having the manngement 
thereof shall each be deemed to have contravened such order and shall be 
punishable w'ith imprisonment for a terra wbic-li may extend to three years or 
with fine or with both. 

11. Stopping of aircraft. — (l) Any person autliorised in this oehalf by the 
Centra] Government may, if it appears to that person to be nccessarv in the 
interests of the pnbfic saftey so to do, order, with respect to any particular 
aircraft at a.ny place in India, that the a'rcraft rhall not leave riie place mitil 
permitted to do so by such authority or person as inay^be prescribed in the 
order. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (3), if any airc-aft leaves or at- 
tempts to leave any place in contravention of any such order as aforesaid, the 
pilot of the aircraft shall be pnn'shab’e with itrinrsomnent for a term which may 
extend to three years o- with fine or with both. 

(3) Any order made under this rnlo shall cease to have effect ninety-six 
hours after the time at wdrich it is made, rmless in the meantime it las been 
confiiToed by the Central Government. 
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12“. Power to restrict tlis triinsfer of ainraft. — (1) No i,-crsou shall without the 
previous eouseiit in writing ol the Ccutrai Govcraineiit transfer any interest in 
auv ifircraft registered under the Indian Aii craft Act, 1931 CXXli of 1934), 
wherever such aircraft may bo whfdber tlie c.-rtificato of registration of such air- 
craft is in force or not, or in anv part of an aircraft, or in any materials identi- 
fied,’ under any system recognised by the Director General of Civil Aviation in 
India, for the purpose ol the construction of aircraft. 

(‘21 Any transaction effected in oontraventiou of the provisions of sub-rule (1) 
shall be void and unenforceable. 

(5) .If any person contravenes any of the provision ol sub-rule (1). he shall 
be p>unisliabie with imprisonment for a term which may extend to seven years 
'or wdth fine or with both. 

13. Enforcement of provisions ol the Indian Aircraft Act and Rules. — The 

pihit of any aircraft Hying in contravention of any provision of, or of any rule 
made under, the Indian Aircraft Act, 1934 (XXII of 19.34), shall, on being 
warned in the manner presei'ibed by the rules made under that Act, immediately 
laud, and if such pilot fails to eomph. v.dth such warning as aforesaid, any 
commissioned officer of His Majesty’s Indian forces may take or cause to be 
ttikeii Bucli action as may he necessary to terminate the flight. 

PART III 
Miscellaneous 

14. Obstructing lawful authority. — If any person voluntarily obstructs or 
offers any resistance to, or impedes or otherwise interferes with, — 

(a) any meinbor of His Majesty’s Indian forces acting in the course of 

his duties as such, or 

(b) any authority, officer or person exercising any jiowers or performing 

any duties coiifeiTed or imposed upon it, or him, by or in pursu- 
ance of these Rules, or 

(c) any person who is carrying out the orders of any such authority, officer 

or person as aforesaid or who is otherwise acting in accordance with 
his duty in jnirsuance of these Rules, 

ho shall bo punishable with imprisomiient for a term which may extend to two 
r ears or with fine or with both. 

15. Offences by corporations. — If the person contravening any of the provi 
sioiis of these Rules or of any oi-der made thereunder is a company or other 
body corporate, every director, manager, secretary or other officer or agent 
theroof shall, unless ho proves tliat the contrav'ention took place witliout his 
knowledge or that he exercised all due diligence to prevent such contraven- 
tion, be deemed to be guilty of such contrav'ention . 

16 OO'gnizanee of contravention of rulss, etc, — (1) No Court shall take 
cognlzaijce of any alleged contravention of these Rules O'- of any order made 
thereunder, except on a repert in writing of the facts stating such contraven- 
tion made by a public servant. 

(2) Proceedings in respect of a contravention of the provisions of these 
Rules or of auy order made thereunder alleged to have been committed by 
any person may be taken before the appropriate Court having jurisdiction in 
the place where that person is for the time being. 






17, Power to give effect to Eules, orders, etc. — Auy iiutliorify, ofjieef ot 

person who is empowered by or in pursuance of any of these ftules to mhke ataj 
m'der, or to exercise any other power may, in addition to any b'ther . 
c-.ribpi.l by or under these Eules, take or cause to be teken, such 
or cause to be used, such force as may in the opinic^i of such authority, oflter 
or jierson, be reasonably necessary for securing compliance with, or for, 
preventing or rectifying any contravention of such order, or for the effereiasw 
exercise of such power. 
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
